REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of a structure 
for modulating light and the method of fabricating a reflective display having the claimed 
structure and claimed limitations, wherein a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would 
be improper. Please particularly note the combination of claimed elements and claimed 
limitations, including as recited in claim 10, modulators each having an interference 
cavity and an optical compensation component coupled to the modulators, which has 
one or more of a photonic crystal array, a multilayer array of dielectric mirrors and an 
array of microlenses, wherein the light modulation performed by the interference cavity 
of each modulator is enhanced, such as the colors and brightness of the display are 
improved; as recited in claims 40 and 46, an array of interference modulators each 
comprising specific claimed elements and an optical compensation component coupled 
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to the array to compensate for changes in a color of light, thereby enhancing the 
performance of the device. Therefore, in light of the Applicants' previous arguments 
and/or amendments, the claimed invention is considered to be in condition for 
allowance as being novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
